the Florida East Coast railway be- 
tween Maytown in the lower part of 
Volusia county, and a point on tin

This branch is 


completed within about 20 miles of 
its destination, and regular train ser- 
vice has already been established as 
Tar south as Whittier 
The remain- 


ng construction work is being push-

England made tielr borne In wooden 
butt of one room. When a family In- 
creased In numb*™ or wealth another 
but was built betide It, or. rather, a 
lean-to was added and then another 
and another, as need required.

line. At other times they were built 
out from the central .but at various an- 
gles. The roofs of tuese but* were 
thatched. An opening* was left In the 
center for the smoke to ee-app. The 
/Ire was always built In a Hollow In tbe 


• center of the rbom. Beds were made 
of straw. 
Often tbey wore merely 


snakedowns In the corner. Occasion- 
ally the straw was held In a little 
frame resembling the ribs of a ship. 


Bouses built by Saxon knights were 


much more pretentious. Tbey were big 
halls, like tbe Roman atrium, with a 
lofty roof thatched with state or wood 
shingles. The floor warf of bard clay. 
In tbe m(ddle was a great fire of dry 
wood. The thin, acrid smoke from tbe 
Ore escaped through an opening In the 
roof directly above tbe hearth. 


Round tbe fire were long benches, on 


which beartbsmen and visitors sat 
wben not fighting or at work, and talk- 
ed and drank tbe hours through. Tbe 
tables were long boards on trestles. At 
night the floor was strewn with straw, 


and, 
like the less prosperous folk, host 


and visitors slept together. — Youth's

Mexico probably has a greater range 


of remarkable vegetation than any 


I other country In the world. The par- 
| rot fruit tree produces an odd shaped 


i fruit bearing a close resemblance to 
! green parrnkeets. Wben the parrakee 


I Is frightened it makes a dash for the 
parrot tree, where it assumes n position 
•which makes it look like the frail it 
self. So close is the resemblance tha 
their enemies, the hawks, occasionally 
fly by a tree on which n dozen or more 
of these birds are sitting, apparently 
unaware of their presence. 


Another remarkable tree Is the ar 


bol de dinamlte—dynamite tree—whose 


I fruit, if kept In a warm place, bursts 
•with considerable force and a loud re- 
port, scattering its Hat sewls to a sur- 
prising distance. 


One of tbe most Interesting fruits In 


Mexico Is known as the melon zapote 
or papaya. 
It contains considerable 


pepsin, which reacts ngniiist both acic 
and alkaline conditions of the stomach, 
and it is said that a diet which in 
eludes 
papaya 
precludes dyspepsia. 


Both tile fruit and the leaves possess 
the singular^ property of reuderlnf 
tough meat tender. When the pulp ol 
the fruit Is rubbed over a piece of 
tough mmt the juice attacks the fiber 
and softens It—National Geographic 
Magazine.

! The monte Is one of the oldest build- 
| Ings in the capital, having been built 


for tbe private residence of Cortes in 
1020, and It has been fortunate enough 
to escape tbe hnnds of restorers. It 
was acquired In 1744 by Count de Reg- 
la Terreros. who laid out $300.000 In 
organizing tbe Monte de Pledad, wltb 
the fden of savins the needy from tbe 
usury of the ordinary pawnbroker. Its 


i success Is attested by Its long history, 
and Mexicans today can get one-third 
value on their goods at a rate of Inter- 
est seldom exceeding 3 per cent per 
annum.

For i months 
the 
state board of 


health, 
Florida's sanitary watchdog, 


has been sounding the alarm of the 
approaching 
plague. 
The 
develop- 


ments of the past few weeks have 
proved that this alarm was not merely 
a growl of the ordinary watchdog, 
nor an empty "baying at the moon." 


The history of the disease shows 


that its progress across 
the deep 


oceans is stealthy and mysterious. By 
no ordinary means can the presence 
of the infection in a given locality be 
determined until the disease is act- 
ually manifested In the human victim. 


The dire anticipations and fears of 


state health authorities all along the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts that the dis- 
ease was approaching the United 
States were realized by its appear- 
ence 
in 
Havana 
last 
February. 


Twenty-seven cases and six deaths had 
been reported from Cuba by July 1 
all but two of the cases in Havana. 
The energetic measures taken by the 
Cuban health authorities, under the 
direction of Dr. Guiteras, were an as- 
surance that every effort was being 
made to confine and stamp out the 
disease. 


Without warning it was announced 


from New Orleans and 
from 
what 


source the infection reached that city 
has not yet been discovered, or at 
least, if known, has not 
been 
an- 


nounced. It is as likely to reach any 
other seaport city on the Atlantic or 
Gulf coasts as to have made New Or- 
leans, its first lodging place In the 
United 
States—quite as likely—that 


Is, it no precautions are taken to re- 
sist its coming. 


The insidious nature of the plague, 


its stealthy approach in the infected, 
flea-bearing rat which hides in the 
darkness of the ship's hold, 
which 


gnaws its way into the foundations 
of 
freight-laden 
warehouses, 
and 


which is a synonym for sneaking re- 
pulsiveness—all 
these 
combine to 


make the fight against it a fight in 
the dark; a fight it may be, against 
a danger that may not 
be actually 


present, but a fight against the 
chances that it may be. 


r\Vhat do sane, sober-minded men 


do in such circumstances, where tlie 
gamble is for the healthfulness of a 
city and community, for life against 
the chances of a Horrible epidemic 
and a more horrible death? No mat- 
ter how small the odds against them, 
they fight. 


That's the situation in Florida to- 


day. 
It is emphasized at every sea- 


port, and it is a menace directly in 
proportion to the amount of its marine 
commerce with the countries of the 
world, particularly with southern 'and 
tropical lands. 


Prompt and energetic action is nec- 


essary by every city that has a 
deep-water commerce, and by every 
other city that has trade relations 
with It—and all Florida cities are 
closely united by constant travel and 
business relations. 
Get rid of tbe 


rats, both for health preservation and 
for 
economic 
reasons. 
Prepare 


against the possibilities of this In- 
fection. Once It is discovered In any 
community, then it's another proposi- 
tion. It means a fight for life extend- 
ng over months, to stamp- out the dis- 
ease, and the rest of the world be- 
comes afraid of the 
infected 
city. 


trade relations are paralyzed and 


quarantine may lay its heavy band 
on the plague spot. 


•Infected rats may be in a port tor 


a considerable period 
before 
their 


presence is discovered through an out- 
break ot the disease. The time ot in 
cubation of the bacillus in the human 
host Is shorter. 
It may vary from 


24 hours to several days, but It It ia 
not actively manifested within 10 
days, the Isolated suspect is released 
as not dangerous to the community. 
The disease takes several form In the 
human victim, according to whether 
certain glands are attached, as in -the 
bubonic form; the lungs, in the pneu- 
monic form, or the intestines and in- 
ternal organs, or it may invade the 
circulating blood, where it is known 
as septicemic. 


It is a disease quick in its develop- 


ment and fatality, and its percentage 
of deaths has been known to run as 
high as 90 of every 100 victims. 
It 


Is to be dreaded and every effort must 
l)e taken by Florida cities to prevent 
its invasion.

For centuries tlie cumnion people of 


England made-their home In wooden 
hut» of one room. When a family In- 
creased In numbers or wealth another 
but was built beside It, or. rather, a 
lean-to was added and then another 
and another, aa need required. 


Sometimes they followed a straight 


line. At other times they were built 
out from the central .but at various an- 
gles. Tbe roofs of these nuts were 
thatched. An opening was left In tbe 
center for the smoke to ef-apc. The 
Ore was always built In a hollow In tbe 
center of the rdom. Beds were made 
of straw. 
Often they were merely 


sbakedowna In the corner. Occasion- 
ally tbe straw was held In a little 
frame resembling the ribs of a ship. 


Bouses built by Saxon knights were 


much more pretentious. Tbey were big 
halls, like tbe Roman atrium, with a 
lofty roof thatched with slate or wood 
shingles. The floor waif of bard clay. 
In the middle was a great fire of dry 
wood. The thin, acrid smoke from tbe 
Ore escaped through an opening In the 
roof directly above tbe hearth. 


Round the fire were long benches, on 


which beartbsmen and visitors sat 
wben not fighting or at work, and talk- 
ed and drank tbe hours through. Tbe 
tables were long boards on trestles. At 
night the floor was strewn with straw, 
and. 
like the less prosperous folk, host 


and visitors slept together. — Youth's
